The color of a cloud depends on the 


manner In which the sunlight falls upon 
t nnd the position of the observer. It 
will be noticed that high clouds are al- 
ways white or light In color, and this 
is because the light by which they are 
seen Is reflected from the under surface 
by the numberless drops of moisture 
which go to form the cloud. Heavy 
rain clouds, on the other hand, are 
Found much nearer the earth, and so 


light falls on them more directly 


from above, giving a silver lining to the 
cloud, though the undersurface ap» 
pears black owing to tbe complete re- 
lection and absorption of the light by 
the-apper layers. Seen from above by 
an observer In a balloon, tbe blackest 


In clouds appear of the most dazzling- 


y brilliant white.

ing erected tinder the administration of 
Pericles and finiobed 138 B 0. It Is of 
Doric architecture, bnilt of white marble 
and adorned within and without with 
statues and other works of art. 


Inside tbe temple stood thn statue of 


Athena, nearly 40 fecit high, 
and is 


formed of ivory aud draperies ot t*)ld, tho 
weight of which is estimated nt about 
2500 pounds

We left Piraeus Octo- 


ber (i.h and arrived at Port Said, Egypt, 
October 8th and inoorod ship to a buoy at 
thu mouth of tho Saez Cnnul.

The township supervisors of Middle- 


town filed a demurrer to this bill, alleg- 
ing that the new orosaiiig was inconven- 
iently located and the 
seclton of road 


loading up to it very badly built. 


In his argument Attorney Hlbbs held 


that Btiob a ro-looatlon had no warrant 
in law nnder the circumstances. Mr. 
Hlbba held thnt tbe crossing was not a 
dangerous ono, no accident over having 
occurred there, and tlie new road and 
crossing built by tbe railroad was of such 
narrow width and inferior construction 
as to be an entirely inadequate substitute 
for the old road. 


Attorney William 0. Ryan mnde the 


argument in support of the bill, In 
which he set forth the railway com 
pany's legal authority for constructing 
the new crossing.
